1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Taniguchi et al (USPN 7,033,675) teaches a heat resistant film and metal laminate thereof 
comprising a film formed from a mixture of a polyetherimide (PEI) resin and a polyarylketone 
resin, preferably PEEK, in a ratio of 30/70 to 70/30; and 5-50 parts of filler based on 100 parts of 
the PEI/PEEK mixture. Taniguchi et al do not teach or render obvious that the PEI resin is a 
mixture of a first PEI-1 and a second PEI-2 as instantly claimed in a ratio of from 70/30 to 50/50 
which as shown by the Applicant provides unexpected improvements over the teachings of 
Taniguchi et al.
